Should tho clause providing for the 
purchase of 4,600,000 ounces of silver 
monthly be stricken out it would be 
well, but H congress should repeal tlie 
clause providing that tho United States 
ahall maintain a parity between gold 
and silver coins, it would cauee a wide- 
spread distrust. There is in the trcas- 
urv a50,OOU,000 of coined silver dollars 
anil $145,000,000 of uncoined bullion. 
The legal tender of theao coins must be 
preserved and their parity to gold intiiu- 
laiiu'd. It is well enough to atop the 
further mintage of silver, but that in 
circulation must bo sustained. To stop 
making silver dollars would not impair 
the usefulness of those already made, HO 
loiifj us a guarantee is back of tliem." 


The Senator further expressed u be- 


lief tlnvt tho cessation of silver coinage 
wniiM not bring gold more into circula- 
tion , and attributed the present atrin- 
iicncy to apprehension of tho mercantile 
,:iud financial world that the govuru- 
[mutit will not meet its obligations in 
jrold but will pay in cheap money.

What the i'ost Mortem Examination 


of the Boay Kevealed— Tlie 


Coroner's Inquest. 


At 1.35 yesterday afternoon John Son- 


,ag died of his wounds in the county 
ail. 


During the early morning be suffered 


ntensely up to about 10 o'clock when 
ic became unconscious and remained so 
until be died. 


His mother and Mrs. ChriB Evans 


vorc with him at the time of death, 
lYith the exception of these and his 
nedical attendants none were admitted 
o the jail, though morbid curiosity 
prompted a large number to attempt to 
;et into the jail. They did not succeed. 


As soon as possible the body was re 


moved to the morgue and an autopsy- 
vas made by Dr. J. L. Muupin and Dr. 
*edlar in presenee of Drs. Davidson, 
V. T. Mnupin, Hayden, Hare, Aiken 
ind others. 
It was found that the bone of the uji- 


>er arm was shattered lo pieces close to 
;hc socket, nnd that with the exception 
of a small fragment the bullet hud 
)assed on across the body, just missing 
he spinal coluin by passing outbidc of 
t and thence out of the body on the left 
boulder blade. 
At no point had the bullet penetrated 
he cavity of the body and it was the 
jpinion of the physicians present that 
le would have recovered had his arm 
icon amputated promptly at the time of 
.he injury. 


Coroner Stephens at once impanelled 


?he first witness was H. L. llapelje, who 
•etold the story of the fight at Stone 
Corral and stated that it was impossible 
o arrest Stmtag and Evans without the 
isc of firearms. 


Tom Burns was next called and atib- 


.tantially corroborated 
the story of 


lapelje. 


Mrs. Mary Soutag was tlie next wit- 


less. She testified that the dead man

cal way. Among other remarks he said : 


"There are sixty-nine licensed saloons 
in Fresno today. 1 saw two dray loads 
of Iwfir being dMivurr-d ta one nf thoco 
places Sunday morning, and was told 
there had been two previous. 
Who 


drinks all this stuff, and why? The 
saddest and most pitable objects in the 
army of drinking men arc those from 
the poorer classes. Thev toil for the 
scantiest of food and 
raiment. 
They 


drink to drown the thought of oppres- 
sion which it cannot he denied is to often 
meted out to them from the other ranks 
of society. Surely better treatment and 
education will go a long way toward al- 
leviating the drink evil among this class. 


The middle class — well, they drink be- 


cause it is the "popular fad." In this 
class are to lie found the moderate 
drinker — the worst example of all for 
the youth of our land, who would not 
imitate the old toper. 


For the upper ten we can say nothing 


only they have too much money and too 
little sense, 
lint one of the greatest causes of in- 


temperance is the forced idleness among 
our working people. 


On the average California ranch the 


stock is better cared for than the men 
employed. The food is poor and im- 
properly cooked and the hired man is 
introduced to the hayntiink, or worse 
bunk house, and invited to provide his 
own blankets. When be is discharged 
and hns to make a move lie puts the 
aforesaid blankets on bis back and is 
then designated as a tramp. Is it any 
wonder that these men drink? 


I would hope to see tins and other 


Men's Leagues grow and prosper until 
wo could maintain an employment bu- 
reau and help to provide places for 
some of these friendless wanderers. I

ing. Tho tomcat is quilo white, with 
four legs, and weighs—or rather weighed 
—about 13 pounds. 


During tho morning it was noticed 


that tho canary eeemod unusually sav- 
age. She paced up and down her cage 
in a great rago, gnashing her teeth and 
glaring nt tho poor cat, toward whom it 
turned out sho had developed n fierce an- 
tipathy. 


The keeper secured the door of the 


cage, as ho thought, firmly, but during 
a paroxysm of temper tho canary 
smashed tlio fastening nnd was free.
